The plaintiffs, Mr. Seamus Clandillon, 
Director of the Dublin’ Broadcasting 
Station, and his wile, ask for £2,000 
damages against Mr. Donal J. O’Sullivan, 
Clerk of the Senate; Mr.. George W. 
Russell, Editor of the fish Statcsman, 
and the Statesman Publishing Company, 
for alleged libel contained in a review of 
the plaintiffs’ book of old Irish airs and 
music, “Londubh an Chairn.” 


MR. RUSSELL RECALLED. 


A TELEPHONE MESSAGE. 

Mr. George W. Russell (A.E.) re-entered 
the witness box, and was cross-examined by 
Mr. Geoghegan. | 

On a point of personal explanation, the 
witness said that Mr. Geogltegan had 
previously asked him whether he had received 
a telephone message in connection with the 
review from Mr.. Brown, of-Cahill and Co. 
He could not, he said, remember anything 
about this incident. His memory was very 
hiurred. He had been preparing lectures, 
and had had four months of continuous 
travelling in the United States. é Bhá 

“Since you have asked me the question, 
nroceeded witness, “I have been trying my 
utmost to remember; my memory is still very 
blurred, but yesterday my son, who assists 
me iit the office, told me that he remembered 
that I had received such a message. ' 

Mr. Geoghegan—Having been reminded 
rew by your son about the matter, are you 
able to recall- what Mr. Brown said over the 
telephone?—Not precisely. 

What was the substance of that conversa- 
tion on the telephone?—The substance of it 
was that he thought the severity of the 
article was dangerous. I ‘read the article 
very carefully myself, and my assistant editor, 
Mr. Good, a journalist of great experience, 
did so too. On reading it very carefully I 
came to the conclusion that there was nothing 
in it which was not sanctioned by the custom 
and tradition of honourable journalism, an 
opinion which [I still hold. 

Mr. Geoghegan—The manager of the print- 
ing office stated to you that in his opinion 
the article was dangerous. You understood 
that Mr. Brown thought it would involve you 
in legal proceedings? What meaning did you 
attribute to the word “ dangerous “”?—I sup- 
pose he thought it was bordering, as you say, 
upon the danger point. i 

Did Mr. Brown: actually say that if that 
review was printed there would be legal pro- 
ceedings’—I do not remember anything of 
the ‘kind. 

Did you ask him what he meant by 
““ dangerous '’?—I have a very vague memory 
of it. 7 

Forgive me for mistrusting you—not your 
candour, but your memory. Surely you 
asked Mr. Brown in what respect it was 
dangerous ?—][ have no remembrance of it. 


Notwithstanding that warning from the 
printers, you’ took the responsibility of 
publishing ‘this review ’—Yes. 

Did you send any message to Mr. 


O'Sullivan to sav that you had been warned 
that this was a dangerous article’—I have no 
memory of that. 

Have you made inquiries to find that the 
proof and “** copy ” have heen destroyed ’—It 
was not in my office; it was. in possession of 
the printers. | 

You have sworn in the course of these pro- 
ceedings that this very important document 
was destroyed on December 7th?—I suppose 
tt was destroyed in the normal course with 
all other ‘‘ eopy.”’ 

Do you desire to correct the statement in 
vour affidavit that this document was 
destroyed hefore the institution of the action? 

Mr. Justice Hanna—Do you know when it 
was destroyed ?—T cannot swear. 


THE WORD “ BROADCASTING.” 


Mr. Geoghegan (referring to the reviewj— 

I suggest to you that, having regard to Mr. 
Clandilion’s position, the use of the word 
"“ broadcasting ” tended to hold him up to 
ridicule’?—I can see nothing wrong with the 
word. Jt is not like “bootlegging ’’; it is a 
word in common use. 
_ Having put some further questions regard- 
ing the review, Mr. Geoghegan asked—What 
part of this admirable contribution of Mr. 
O'Sullivan to the Statesman did the printer 
think to be dangerous? 

Witness—I couid not say. 

Mr. Geoghegan—You did not ask him —Mw 
recollection is very blurred, but now I accept 
responsibility for printing the article that 
appeared to me not to be libellous, and to 
be quite within the custom and tradition of 
honourable journalism, and exercising the 
freedom which scholars have always exer- 
eised in trying to Yaise the standard of 
accuracy in such matters. 

Being asked abont the circulation of the 
Irish Statesman, the witness was not able to 
give accurate information, bunt counsel put 
it to him that generally speaking it circulated 
among people in every part of Ireland, and 


Mr. Geoghegan asked if some of Mr. Clan- 
dillon’s official superiors were from time to 
time associated with the paper as contri- 
butors?--If you tell me who they are I will 
answer. If you mean anyone in connection 
with the Post Office, the Secretary of the 
Post Office does write occasional reviews for 
me. 

It is rather grave that anything capable of 
being coastrued as a charge of deceit should 
be published in your paper?—I do not think 
there 1s any charge of deceit. 

Is not your paper the guide to ordinary 
booksellers in Galway, Cork, Limerick and 
other places as to the books to stock?!—I do 
not know. 

Is not it a recognised guide in this 
country ?-—If you say so, I accept it. 

Do you deny the statement ’—I cannot deny 
it, because I never inquired of the book- 
‘sellers in Galway; I have not been there 
for twenty years; I did not know that there 
were any booksellers in Galway, as a matter 
of fact. (Laughter.) 

Reviews of books are a very important 
feature of your paper?—Oh, yes 

And you are reasonably satisfied that those 
reviews are to a large number of your 
readers?’—I think so. 

Do you think the publication of the review 
was calculated to destroy this book?—I think 
that it was not calculated to improve the sale, 
but when authors send books for review they 
must expect honest criticism. It is not any 
part of the duty of a reviewer to consider 
the effect on the sale of a book. 


A FAILURE IN IRISH. 

in the course of questions as to the Irish 
language, counsel asked—Are you not a gentle- 
man with strong views. as to the worthless- 
ness of the propagation of the Irish language. 
Witness—No, sit; absolutely untrue. I 
could, if I had time, bring half-a-dozen 
articles approving of the State policy with 
regard to the Irish language. 
_ Counsel quoted an extract from an article 
in the /rish Homestead, written by Mr. 
Russell some years ago, when he was editor 
of that paper, and which, counsel said, con- 


tained views not in favour of the Irish 
language. 
‘Lhe witness said that the whole article 


should be given so that the context might be 
seen. He repeated that for many years he 
had, on the whole, approved of the policy 
of teaching Gaelic, anu had said so in many 


articles. 
The witness remarked that he tried to 
learn Irish some years ago, “but,” he 


added, *‘I had too busy a hfe, and made a 
desperate failure of it.’’ 

Mr. Geoghegan—You know that most 
people in Ireland change their views from 
day to day. (Laughter.) Surely your view 
at the time that you wrote that article was 
at variance with the view you have just now 
expressed in the box?—An editor has to 
think of Very many things in considering 
national policy. What I was trying to do 
in my paper was to make people think about 
things. 

I suggest to you that when you got this 
‘‘ slashing ' article from Mr. O'Sullivan you 
were delighted at such strong support of 
your views’—It is absolutely inaccurate to 
say that, Whenever.

JUDGE AS SPECIALIST. 

“I am a specialist at timber-tonguo, and 
in my dav have cured about forty cattle of 
this disease,” said Judge Wakely in the 
Castlerea Circuit Court when hearing an ap- 
peal brought, by T. Conway, Cloonree, Casrle- 
rea, against the decision of District Justice 
Lavary in decreeing him for £25 for the loss 
of a heifer, at the suit of Martin Kelly, 
Cloonagh, Dunmore, Co. Galway. 3 

It appeared that Conway sold two heifers 
to Kelly in October, 1925, at Castlerea. Kelly 
said that Conway engaged the cattle to be 
all right, but Conway denied this. Kelly 
sold one of the heifers to Mr. McDonagh, 
Dunmore, with whom the heifer died. 
McDonagh decreed Kelly at Glenamaddy 
Court in £28 for the loss of the heifer, and 
Kelly obtained a decree against Conway for 
£25. , : 7 

Mr. P. J. Gaffney, veterinary surgeon, said 
that the animal was suffering from timber- 
tongue when he was called to attend it. 

The plaintiff said that he never bought 
cattle without getting. an engagement with 
them.

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UNIQUE DUBLIN 
EXHIBITION. 


TIME AND LABOUR 
SAVING DEVICES. 


To-day at noon in the Mansion House, 
Dublin, an*exhibition of business systems will 
be declared open. There will be on view a 
collection of appliances and methods for 
saving time and effort in the counting house 
and general office. The object is to point out 
to business people and employers how they 
may lower their administrative costs and in- 
crease their business by improved service to 
customers, and, at the same time, indicate 
how the daily work of the staff is made less 
toilsome and more remunerative. Briefly, the 
exhibition shows what sciefce and invention 
have done to help the office worker, while 
relieving employers of many of the personal 
details and irritating occurrences which make 
the running of business so harassing in these 
competitive times. 

Amine outstanding features of the exhibi- 
tion are book-keeping machines, which enable 
ledgers to be posted and automatically 
balanced by touching a few machine keys. 
The necessity for days spent by book-keepers 
in entering figures into. journals by hand is 
fast disappearing; all the writing and re- 
writing, checking, adding and balancing can 
now be done by machines in less time and 
with automatic self-checking accuracy. These 
machines enable the debit and credit postings 
to be made in the sales ledgers and added at 
the same time, so that totals can be proved 
with the actual value of the sales and credits 
and any human error immediately rectified. 
While this is being done, and without any 
extra work, the monthly statement can be 
produced already balanced for delivery to the 
customer on the first dav of the following 
month, or earlier if wanted. 


MECHANICAL ACCOUNTANTS, 


The accounting and tabulating machines are 
ingenious in the extreme. They will produce 
figures which have been added, subtracted, 
subtotalled and totalled mechanically and 
tabulated in printed figures from a bunch of 
cards. The cards by a simple method are 
punched in certain places, say, to represent 
the year, date, quality, cost and selling prices 
of an order, in addition to the name of the 
goods, the appropriate department, the 
travellers, the territory and the stock number. 
Batches of such cards are fed into the 
machines, and then the results are printed.

Five problems 
were set, involving shipping weights and 
prices, cloth lengths and price, extensions, 
foreign exchanges, insurance and a percentage 
problem. ‘lhe arithmetician’s total time was 
4274 seconds with two incorrect answers, and 
the machine operators time 895 seconds 
with all results correct.

The Northern 
Ireland solicitors were controlled by Belfast, 
which was not interested in the Border 
solicitors. The position would becoms more 
acute unless some arrangement was come to.

utterances. Yet the centenary of his 
} death on 29th October, 1828, passed over 
with little attention and with almost no 
public comment. Even to-day, when his 
firm is no longer connected with the pub- 
lication of the official debates of the 
House of Commons, the debates as printed 
are usually referred to as ‘‘ Hansard.’’ 

Luke Hansard was the son of a Norwich 
tradesmen, and was educated at Boston 
Grammar School. Apprenticed to a local 
printer named White, he eventually went 
to London as a journeyman printer and 
obtained work in the office of one John 
Hughs, in Lincoln’s Inn Fields. In 1774, 
when Hansard was only 22 years old, he 
was taken into partnership by Hughs and 
placed in charge of the printing of the 
parliamentary debates, a contract which 
the firm held. William Pitt praised him 
for his quick and accurate production of 
the Secret Committee’s Report on the 
French Revolution, which Hansard turned 
out within 24 hours after it left Pitt’s 
hands. After the Act of Union in 1801 
Hansard concentrated upon parlia- 
mentary work. 

At his death in 1828 the business passed 
to his sons, who carried it on for a long 
time with the assistance of a Government 
subsidy. In 1888 the business was taken 
over by a company called The Hansard 
Publishing Union, and finally the parlia- 
mentary reporting was taken over by 
official reporters appointed by the Govern- 
ment. 

Hansard’s fame does not rest entirely 
upon his parliamentary work; he was 
concerned in the printing of many famous 
books, including those of Edmund Burke, 
and he earned the commendation of even 
the great Samuel Johnson. His centenary 
might have attracted more attention.

So 
passes the glory of the world, and post- 
war England, standing athwart its dance- 
halls, gives one scornful shake of its 
bobbed-hair, and thereby dismisses into 
oblivion one of the grandest and most 
inspiring ages that have ever been known 
in the history of mankind. 

How preposterous it all is, to be sure! 
Were they so very “sloppy, those men 
who carried the flag to the uttermost ends 
of the earth, and instituted an era of 
imperial expansion and commercial pros- 
perity such as the world had never before 
seen? Were they ‘‘arty and crafty’’ 
people, these forbears who heard the 
prophetic voice of Carlyle and listened to 
the songs of Browning, as clear as the 
notes of a huntsman’s horn, on the breezes 
of the morning? Were they unpro- 
gressive, these pioneers of science who 
made use of steam in such a manner that 
huge trains are now able to hurtle across 
the realm and annihilate distance; who 
captured the electricity of the Heavens so 
that we, to-day, can speak to those in the 
Antipodes; and who wrested from the 
strong and- violent forces of superstition 
an inviolable place for Reason in the 
affairs of men? 


ARE WE BETTER? 


The Victorian Era deserves better than 
to be held up as a foil to the present, for 
it was a splendid and a serious age. We 
who live at the present day should 
examine our own claim to the gratitude 
of posterity before an attempt to throw 


weight about twelve stone. The senior 
schoolboys of to-day, with few exceptions, 
appear to be comparatively small, and 
certainly much slenderer than their proto- 
typés of a score of years ago.

In the 
realms of artistic decoration William 
Morris and the Pre-Raphaelite school 
brought real grace and charm into

Dollymount Marine Lake.

Point- 
ing out that a few yards of a breakwater 
at the Bull Bridge, and another at the 
Sutton end of the Bull, would provide 
Dublin with a permanent marine play- 
ground covering more than two thousand 
acres, Mr. Mortished asked me what I 
thought an English or Continental seaside 
resort would do with such a free gift of 
Nature. For a ltry few thousand 
pounds Dublin could make itself the inter- 
national centre of the new sport of motor- 
boat racing. The whole scheme, he was 
convinced, could be put on a commercial 
basis, and would have an incalculable 
result in improving the development of 
Sutton and the whole coasta] areas from 
Dollymount to Howth. Instead of the un- 
sightly and unhealthy slobland which 
now lies at low tide between the mainland 
and the golf links, we would have a two- 
mile stretch of pictu ue lake, an un- 
rivalled regatta and boating resort, and a 
bathing ground of which any city might 
be envious. 


Dublin’s Shop Windows. 


A lady who was recently on a visit to 
London tells me that she thinks there is’ 
one thing in which Dublin is very much 
behind the times, and that is the art of 
shop-window dressing. 
A tour of the principal thoroughfares in 
Dublin reveals the rather depressing 
fact that only a small number of the 
traders arrange their windows in a really 
arresting manner.

VICTORIAN WOMEN. 


Victorian women, again, followed an 
ideal of unconquerable purity; but the 
more cunning among them, bless their 
little hearts, finding modesty to be no 
mean asset in their feminine equipment, 
carried it to the point of swooning, and 
then p to give proof of their 
weakness by bearing incredibly large 
families. - Needless to say, it is the 
swooning which we bring forward in 
evidence against them. 

Then the Victorians are charged with 
being unprogressive, simply because they 
were reluctant to countenance any 
departure from those standards which were 
held to be indispensable to the dignity and 
integrity of life. The tragedy of the 
moderns is that a conservative attitude of 
this sort cannot be understood in an age 
which finds nothing to be worth the 
trouble of conserving. 

Life for the Victorians, on the other 
hand, was a business fraught with infinite 
meaning. Men were not afraid to think 
in those days; for ‘maginative energy and 
intellectua] athiétivism were in the air, 
and people could devote themselves to cul- 
tural pursuits without fear of ridicule or 
reproach. Almost every home, indeed, 
was a little stronghold of culture, where 
people could gather round the fire and 
catch an echo of the thunderous battles 
between Gladstone and Disraeli, or hear 
the novels of Dickens read aloud, or listen 
to the rolling cadences of the great 
Victorian poets, or take part in those 
eager controversies arising from the start- 
ling news which Darwin and Huxley 
imparted to the world, and which was

The story is told with sympathy. There 
is no bitterness.

The French peasant girl is a peasant 
girl, not a simpering beauty from Hollywood, 
and the film is full of real men—men who 
fought and won, even though they died in the 
doing. ‘‘Verdun’’ must be seen to be appreci- 
ated. It is by far the best of the war pictures 
that have come to Dublin. Its realism is st-rk. 
but it is as true as most of the American 
war films are false, and reveals war as it 
was—not a glorious, but a hideous thing, 
relieved only by those acts of heroism which 
were peculiar to no army but were the 
common heritage of all the nations. 

Some of the most interesting portions of 
the picture are those which are taken from 
German sources, and depict the Kaiser with 
the Crown Prince reviewing German troops. 
The old German Field-Marshal who had 
fought in 1870 also is done extremely well, 
and altogether the picture is well worth a

SUCCESSFUL REVUE AT THE 
THEATRE ROYAL. 


The presentation by Francis Laidler of his 
new review at the Theatre Royal, Dublin, last 
night was an unqualified success. ‘‘ Billy 
Blue”’ is a smartly got up show, which is 
supposed to start in the Corsican village of 
St. Florent, where is revealed an ancient 
feud between the Cambetta family and the 
family of Orlando.

This leads to a pretty 
romance, which runs throughout the whole 
eer and thus gives Noreen Davis and 
Mardah Devanah numerous opportunities of 
displaying their talents as dainty and ver- 
satile artists. Two brigands—Ernest Selig 
and Harry Hart—play an amusing part in 
the progress of the show, although they fail 
to lay hands on the old miser’s treasure. 

Tom Newell, in the réle of “ Billy Blue,” is 
the leading laughter- maker. He is a 
veritable fountain of fun and humour, par- 
ticularly so when, in the second half of the 
show, assumes the character of an old 
woman—‘‘one of the old brigade ’’—who 
dances the polka and the -fashioned 
“ steps ” to the delight of the audience, The 
Jackson ‘‘ military boys,” under the com- 
mand of Andrei Orlando (Arthur Rees), a 
Colonel in the French Army, present an ex- 
ceedingly pleasing spectacle, and the Corsican 
Maids are a troupe of well-trained dancers. 
Miss Davis and Arthur Rees distinguish 
themselves as singers and dancers.

LONDON STRING OUARTET. 


The London String Quartet attracted large 
attendances at the Royal Dublin Society's 
recitals yesterday. Both programmes con- 
tained one specially attractive quartet—in 
the afternoon Debussy’s, and at night 
Tschaikowsky’s first quartet, the opus 11, 
which everyone remembers by its lovely 
andante cantabile. In each case the special 
attraction was placed at the end of the pro- 
gramme. The afternoon programme began 
with Schumann’s Quartet in A; the night 
programme with Dvorak’s in E flat. e 
middle pieces were modern music. The Suite 
in the Olden Style, by Mr. H. Waldo Warner, 
the viola player of the London String Quartet, 
showed the composer as highly successful in 
putting new wine into old bottles. At night 
a recent composition by the Italian composer, 
Rieti, was put forward as a kind of sorbet 
in the musical fare. 

The Debussy quartet has had a place in 
Ballsbridge recital programmes frequently in 
the course of recent seasons. The London 
String Quartet itself has played it here before. 
The performance yesterday was one of the most 
delightful and highly-refined examples of 
quartet-playing we have had. It was not 
over-sweetened, and while, as in the tender 
andantino movement, due regard was given 
to the delicacies of the music, we were 
enabled to note how surely Debussy’s writing 
was grounded on classical bases. The novelty 
of the composer's idiom disturbed critics at 
the date when the quartet was composed, 
1893; but the essence of the music stood the 
test of repetition, and now we see Debussy's 
quartet as nearer to the work of the classical 
masters than to the work of those who in their 
NA have appeared as exponents of modern 
ideas. 

_ The London String Quartet has increased 
its reputation steadily in, recent years. It 
has no mannerisms, and its work consequently 
is not so readily discussed as that cf 
quartets which have paraded some idiosyn- 
crasy or other. I find simply the greatest 
satisfaction in everything done by the London 
String Quartet. Since balance and co-ordina- 
tion are eminently the qualities of chamber 
music performance, to say that is to give 
the sincerest expression of praise. 

The Quartet is constituted now, as it has 
been for a long time, as follows :—l1st violia. 
Mr, John Pennington ; 2nd violin, Mr. Thomas 
W. Petre; viola, Mr. H. Waldo Warner ; 
and cello, Mr. C. Warwick-Evans. All are 
distinguished solo players, but now they have 
greater distinction as members of a Quartet 
that excels in its ensemble quality. 

Its playing of the Debussy quartet cer- 
tainly was the best that has been presented to 
a Dublin audience.

ELECTION ORATORY. 


It is understood in official circles that 
the elections for the Northern Parliament 
will take place early in 1930, and the 
various Unionist organisations throughout 
the Six Counties are busily engaged pre- 
paring for the great event. All their 
energies will be required to combat the 
many forces opposed to them, and nothing 
is being left to chance. Meetings are 
being held everywhere, and speakers are 
extolling the good works of the Govern- 
ment in season and out of season. 
Complaints are made that even sporting 
social events, where men want to tell fish- 
ing stories and recount their exploits with 
the gun, are not free from official oratory. 
In Portadown the other day Mr. Gordon, 
M.P., praised the Administration for its 
efficiency, but it is difficult to convince a 
community which is suffering acutely from 
depression, and the historic town seems to 
be in rather a bad way according to the 
reports which are coming in. The local 
urban council has found it necessary to 
call a specia] meeting to deal with wide- 
spread distress in the district, which is 

ue principally to unemployment in the 
linen trade, and attention also has been 
drawn to the matter in the Northern 
House of Commons. 

In referring to the subject, the Minister 
of Home Aflairs pointed out that his 
department had sanctioned a loan of 
about .£47,000 in connection with a 
sewerage scheme which would help to 
relieve the situation, and the Ministry of 
Labour had undertaken to make substan- 
tial grants towards the project out of the 
unemployment relief fund. This is all to 
the good, but more is needed, and it is 
gratifying to know that the Home Office 
has directed independent investigations to 
be made with a view to putting into opera- 
tion the bill recently passed through 
Parliament dealing with special outdoor 
relief. With the prospect of a severe 
winter, everything possible should be done 
to relieve destitution in the district. 


FACING A CRISIS, 


In the meantime, it is of interest to note 
that while the Women’s Unionist 
Associations are flourishing, the men’s 
organisations, with a few notable excep- 
tions, are not in such a happy condition. 
They seem to be more indifferent than 
their sister societies to the important 
issues involved, a circumstance probably 
due to. the dissensions which have arisen 
in connection with the partial decontrol 
of dwellings, temperance problems, the 
formation of the Liberal Party, and other 
difficulties which have disturbed the 
serenity of official circles for some time 
past. Strong appeals are being made for 
unity in the Unionist ranks, the point 
being emphasised that Ulster is facing one 
of the biggest crises in her history, with 
factions, hostile to her stability and in- 
tegrity, seeking to drag her into a united 
Ireland. 

This question was discussed at a meet- 
ing of the Whitehead Women’s Unionist 
Association during the week-end, and the

THE FIRES OF CONTROVERSY, 


The attractions of Southern Ireland as a 
tourist resort, compared with the Northern 
Province, were discussed at a meeting of 
the Castle District Council the other 
day, when Mr. George Dobler stated that 
in the Free State the community was not 
penalised by the licensing laws in the way 
they were in Northern Ireland. He urged 
that tourists in the North should have the 
same privileges as tourists in the South, 
and expressed the opinion that the Tourist 
Development Association should deal with 
the matter, and ition Parliament to 
“ undo the wrong that has been done.”

She excelled in the struggle at 
the end of Act I]., when her woman s pity 
conquers all. Here she reveals a gradually 
rising force that sweeps her along with 1t, 
and in its breaking breaks her also.

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MUSIC IN DUBLIN, 


NEW AUDIENCES IN 
TRAINING.

“I am full of hope: that music in Dublin 
fm the near future will be in such a flourish- 
ing condition that we shall be able to obtain 
thé best easily and at a very cheap price.” 
This statement was made by Dr. J. F, 
Larchet during an address on ‘‘ The Present 
State of Music in the Free State,” at the 
Rotary Club luncheon in Clery’s Restaurant 
yesterday. 
" Dr. Larchet paid a ‘warm tribute to 
Commendatore Esposito for the good work he 
had done for music in Dublin as composer, 
pianist, conductor and teacher. Esposito, he 
added, by spreading the knowledge of: the 
best music had done his work so well that 
they had now in their possession the founda- 
tion upon which they could build a great 
structure of musical culture. His successor 
had been appointed in the person of Mons. 
Jean du Chastain, a virtuoso of the first rank, 
and one of the leading teachers of the piano 
in Belgium, who would come to Dublin next 
January from the Liege Conservatoire. 

Great work for music was being done in 
the secondary schools throughout the Free 
state, and in many schools the gramaphones 
was playing a large part. The result of this 
movement, he believed, would mean future 
audiences for their choral and orchestral 
sycieties. In the secondary schools there was 
a big music-loving public in the making. 

Having outlined the good work that is 
being done by Miss Culwick’s choir and the 
newly-formed Philharmonic Society by Colonel 
Brase, and the Rathmines and Rathgar 


Musical Society, by the new society under 


Signor Viani, the Civil Service Choral 
Society, the Trinity College, Dublin, Society, 
and the University College, Dublin, Society. 
Dr. Larchet spoke of broadcasting, which, he 
said, was very helpful, and in that connection he 
mentioned the esteemed name of Mr. Vincent 
O’Brien. As well as the Army School of 
Music and the Army bands, they had the 
Abbey Schoo! of Ballet; and from all of these 
it would be seen that they had every reason 
io be full of hope. 

To build up the edifice of musical culture 
and bring the Irish Free State into line with 
the other great musical countries they must 
all work together, and their labours must be 
unceasing. 

There was in the Royal Dublin Society a 
musical moveqment which stood out alone; it 
had already reached an enviable state of per- 
fection. None of the Continental centres 
could improve upon it, a fact which was 
largely due to Mr. Bohane, the Director, and 
Mr. Moran. Dr. Larchet added that a Concert 
Hall was badly needed. He hoped that the

East Africa’s Future. 


The Prince of Wales observed Armistice 
Day at Nairobi, where he laid the first 
wreaths on the Cenotaph. At a luncheon 
to which he was entertained by settlers 
the Prince delivered an address on 
the future of the Colony. As reported 
by the Nairobi Correspondent of The Times, 
he said that Kenya reminded him of 
Canada—the country which he knew best 
outside of Great Britain. The problems 
of Canada and of Kenya were akin. Their 
farmers faced the same difficulties, and 
ranching was much the same in the Colony 
as in the Dominion. Kenya was vexed by 
locusts and by drought, but its farmers 
cherished a mighty optimism, The greatest 
obstacle to prosperity was the prevalence 
of malaria. Year after year this malady 
took its toll of white men’s lives. Within 
the last few months it had robbed the 
Colony of one of its most brilliant workers, 


Sir Christian Felling. Until it was 
removed Kenya’s name would suffer. 
Conquest of malaria, however, was 
feasible. Sir Ronald Ross’s Institute in 


London possessed the remedy, and an 
intensive and _ scientifically conducted 
camtpaign against the disease 
accelerate the progress of Kenya a 
hundredfold. The Prince asked that his 
first visit to East Africa should be marked 
by the initiation of such a campaign. It 
is not too much to hope that Armistice 
Day, 1928, will be remembered in Kenya 
as the day when a Royal appeal began the 
regeneration of the land. 

The future of Kenya Colony has come 
up, in another manner, for consideration. 
Sir Edward Grigg, the Governor of the 
Colony, and Sir Donald Cameron, the 
Governor of the neighbouring Tanganyika 
Territory, have been summoned to London 
to consult with Mr. L. M. Amery, Secre- 
tary of State for the Colonies, concerning 
the future government of the lands which 
they represent. Kenya formerly was 
called British East Africa, while 
Tanganyika was known as German East 
Africa. The Peace Treaty of 1919 com- 
mitted German East Africa to Britain as 
a “ mandated ” territory. Its destiny, 
therefore, is the concern of the League of 


would 


Nations. A change in its constitutional 
position would require the League’s 
sanction, but a change must come, 
sooner or later. Settlers in Kenya 
wish to see a federation of the two 


East African regions, by nature a unit. 
Four ago a Commission was 
appointed to investigate the situation and, 
in particular, to consider how a closer 
union could be established between the two 
territories. It reported to the Imperial 
Government some months ago, and it is 
understood that the summoning of the 
two East African Governors to London 
is a portent of action in accordance with 
the Commission’s. report. As the 
terms of the report have not been made 
public, but we may assume with saíety 
that some measute of federation 
contemplated. 

Federation, if it stood alone, would be a 
mere paper transaction. The truly 
significant change in the affairs of 
East Africa would be brought about if

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some measure of self-government were 
extended to the federated territories. 
This is the demand of British 


settlers in Kenya, and five years ago it 
was rejected in uncompromising terms.

During the last few years federated South 
Africa has been constrained to segregate 
its white people and their economic system 
from the swarming and backward blacks. 
The future of the white race in the South 
is still problematical. Wise men are 
driven to doubt whether it is possible to 
build up a white civilisation in regions 
where an overwhelming majority of black 
natives follows its pristine habits of life. 
On the other hand, it is hard to believe 
that white enterprise wil] turn back from 
the great task to which it set its hand. 
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Machines and Men. 

Two inventions were announced yester- 
day which, in different ways, may altect 
the welfare of mankind. One of them 
sponsored by the National Advisory Com 
mittee for Aeronautics in the United 
States, is regarded as “ the most valuable 
single contribution to aeroplane efficiency 
since the war.” It is a new cowling for 
radial air-cooled engines which increases 
speed by the reduction of air resistance. 
In the course of tests on army machines 
the use of this cowling was found to in- 
crease the speed of a 200 horse-power 
engine from 118 to 137 miles an hour. Such 
announcements are uncomfortably sugyes- 
tive of the fate of civilian populations in 
the next war: they warn us that, if it 
comes at all, it will intensify: the horrors 
of the years between 1914 and 1918. The 
other invention—if its efficiency is con- 
firmed—will be an indisputable blessing ; 
for it will prevent the most fertile cause 
of railway accidents. There has been an 
unusually large number of such accidents 
in Great Britain and on the Continent 
during recent months, and most of them 
have resulted from the over-running ol 
signals. Science has planned to avert 
railway accidents by automatic means, but 
hitherto with no great success. It has 
tried to stop the engine automatically by 
mechanical brakes, directed from the 
signal; and it has employed wireless 
apparatus in which a receiving set on the 
train has reacted towards a miniature 
‘broadcaster ” at the signal station. The 
new inventor, an official of the Bavarian 
State railway, proposes an optical braking 
system, which has responded satisfactorily 
to severe tests at Munich. It is claimed 
that this system can reduce the speed of 
locomotives till it brings them to a half, 
and that, although it is based on the re- 
flection of light, it is not impaired by bad 
weather or by fogs. The invention re- 
quires that locomotives shall carry spot- 
lights and cells, and that 
signals shall haye concave mirrors. When 
the signal is down the spot-light from a 
passing engine is reflected to its selenide 
cell from the signal’s concave mirror, The 
cell converts the rays of light into electric 
oscillations, which, magnified by a simple 
strength to 
regulate the locomotive brakes. If this 
invention is found to be infallible, the 
commonest cause of railway accidents will 
be abolished. A invention may 
guarantee infallible signals, and then, as 
we may suppose, railway travel, already 
the safest form of travel, become 
absolutely saíe. In such developments we 
see the increasing triumph of the machine. 
Until recently the safety of travellers in 
trains and ships depended chiefly upon 
human factors--upon the skill, nerves and 
experience of captains, sailors, engine- 
and signal-men. When these 

have failed accidents have 
occurred. Now science is well on the way 
to replace human control, and its 
inevitable margin of error, with the super- 
human trustworthiness of the perfect 
machine. When it has achieved this end 
it may discover a new peril—that unused 
qualities are subject to decay, and that, in 
exalting the machine, it has debased the

The Fury of Etna. 


The eruption from Mount Etna con- 
tinues with unabated vigour. A great 
wave of lava, having engulfed Mascali, 
has cut across the Catania-Messina rail- 
way line, destroying a bridge in its course. 
Engineers have striven to divert the flow 
from the more thickly populated areas, 
but even modern science can do little 
against earthquakes or volcanoes. Trade 
in the eastern part of Sicily has been 


inconvenienced very seriously. Professor 
Ponte, Director of the Mount EKtna 
Observatory, estimates that not more 


than a third of the lava has been ejected. 
Many people in the locality predict that 
the current will reach the sea—a thing 
without precedent since the famous erup- 
tion of 1669. In that event the economic 
loss will be very great. The densely- 
populated neighbourhood of Etna is one 
of the richest, as it also is one of the 
fairest, portions of Sicily, and nothing 
ever can flourish again in the path taken 
by lava. An aged resident. of Mascali. 
who has seen Etna in a fury many times 
during his long life, declares that some 
day the lava will flow across the sea and 


will join Sicily with the continent. 
Observers who watched the molten 
torrent’s course along the hillside at 


night were struck with wonder and terror. 
It falls five hundred feet in a cascade, 
casting an unearthly radiance before its 
path—a sight to which only a Virgil or a 
Dante might do justice. While people 
pray in the cathedral at Catania, one of 
those strange defiances that occur some- 
times in times of calamity is reported—a 
lottery on the immediate future of Etna 
and the duration of the eruption. Experts 
consider that the height of the craters— 
only 4,000 feet above sea-level—is a 
dangerous feature of the present eruption, 
Professor Ponte, who flew over Etna, at 
some risk, last Friday, reports that new 
craters have opened. There seems, in 
fact,- to be little prospect of an early 
cessation of the flow, and the efforts of 


the Italian Government are concentrated 
upon removal of the inhabitants from the 
danger-zone and upon measures of relief. 


Bray Unvisited. 

A meeting yesterday, at which the 
Commissioner for Bray presided, con- 
sidered how that pleasant resort might be 
advertised to the prospective tourist. The 
advertising of sea breezes and promenades, 
of lakes, fells and ‘ summits old in 
story ” is a modern activity. No doubt, 
the chief cause of its swift development 
is the fact that only yuick, safe and com- 
fortable transport has made possible the 
existence of tourist Jwreaur and associa- 
tions. The scorn with which Dr. Johnson 
spoke of “prodigious wild prospects ” in 
Scotland may be justified by the discom- 
forts of his journey in the Hebrides. Only 
the rich und idle can regard “ roughing 
it” as an agreeable, because a novel, 
experience. The comparative neglect of 
Bray, however, is not easily understood. 
Even after many journeys across the Irish 
Channel, and even although some of those 
journeys, in bad weather, may not be 
happy memories, the Wicklow coast, seen 
from the deck of a steamer, never becomes 
a commonplace. It is the first glimpse 
of [reland which most tourists have seen ; 
yet, although the number of tourists who 
visited this country last year showed a 
distinct advance, comparatively few of 
them made a stay in the (arden of 
Ireland. The meeting yesterday agreed 
that an intelligent campaign of propa- 
ganda was needed if visitors were to be

cainpaign might bring successful results. 
The elusive tourist sometimes lis. 
cussed as if all tourists belonged to one 
category, but the only quality which 
everyone expects irom a tourist is that 
of open-handedness. Our hunting and 
fishing resources will attract visitors who, 
perhaps, will not be very numerous, but 
probably will carry out, in iull measure, 
a tourist's first duty. The eastern coast 
is very accessible and: has beauties which 
we ought to be able to present in attractive 
form.

THE GAIETY THEATRE.

If the stan- 
dard, not alone ot the future presentations of 
this work, but of the other operas to be 
heard, is equal to last night’s, Dublin music 
lovers will have every reason to remember 
this season. The performance gave evi- 
dence of that close attention, even tu the 
minutest detail] that has helped to make the 
reputation of the Carl Rosa Company. 

The principals were admirably «hosen. Miss 
Helen Ogilvie, who will be remembered as 
a very promising débutante two years ago, 
has fulfilled the promise then shown. She 
sang the part of Butterfly with rare snc- 
cess. She has a delightful voice, fresh and 
pure, with a deal of sympathy running 
through it, and in all her work she carried 
faithfully the sad burthen of the Inckless 
little Japanese wife. She quite caught the 
audience with her first entry, and carried 
the house with her in the aria “One Fino 
Day.” Her success should bring many to 
hear her again during the coming weeks. 
Miss Olive .Gilbert has long since estab- 
lished herself in popular favour, and her 
Suzuki Jast night showed that she has lost 
none of her old charm of voice and power of 
acting. She sang with great power and 
sympathy, especially in the last trying act. 
William Boland was the Pinkerton, and here 
again one thrilled to the notes of a tenor 
who has sung himself into many hearts. 
He was in excellent voice, especially in his 
opening duet with Sharpless, and later in 
the beautiful duet with Butterfly, ‘ Oh. 
Kindly Heavens.’’ The Sharpless was sung 
by Mr. Leslie Jones. whose voice seems to 
have taken on added charm in the interval 
since last he was heard here. Throughout 
the work he sang beautifullv, and especially 
pleasing was his diction, every syllable com- 
ing “ over ” with great purity. 

In the smaller parts there were some new- 
comers, noticeably Robert Mawdsley, whe 
made quite a lot out of the part of Goro, 
the marriage broker. Frank Clarke was the 
Official Commissioner; and others in the 
east were Marie Macklin, as Kate Pinkerton; 
Ross Richards. as Prince Yamadori; Harry 
Metcalfe, as the Bonze, and Lewis Duck- 
worth, as the Imperial Commissioner. 

Mr. Aylmer Buesst conducted, and had the 
orchestra under admirable control.

SPANISH COMEDY AT THE 
ABBEY THEATRE. 


“One — as well live in a shop-window 
at once,” Don Adolfo Adalid found after a 
few -lays in the little Spanish town that 
was nick-named “ Petticoat Town.” Gossip 
of five women and three men drove him into 
courtship with the beautiful Juanita La Rosa, 
and the accommodating Concha Puerto placed 
her latticed window at their disposal. 

This little comedy by the brothers Serafin 
and Joaquin Alvarez Quintero, translated by 
Helen and Harley Granville-Barker, was pre- 
sented by the Abbey Theatre School of Acting 
for the first time at the Abbey Theatre last 
night. The play itself is a very light and 
fragile tritle; just a little to light, perhaps, to 
bear the weight of its English. Lady 
Gregory's “‘Spreading the News” is a fair 
Trish equivalent, and on the whole the Irish 
comedy is more likely to make audiences 
laugh. ‘‘'The Women Have Their Way” is 
not so fast nor so furious the Irish 
comedy; a pruning would do it much good 
by taking away the perceptible drag from the 
second scene. In Spanish the play is pro- 
bably very brisk; but in English it is slow 
enough and raises laughter only at intervals 
The School of Acting presented fourteen of 
its students in the play: probably the nuinber 
commended the play to Mr. M. J. Dolan. 
Generally the acting was creditable to Mr. 
Doian's training, and some promising actors 
and actresses made their appearance. The 
Juanita La Rosa of Miss Gertrude Quinn. the 
Concha Puerto of Miss Hester Plunket, Dona 
Belen of Miss Blanaid O'Carroll, Santita of 
Miss Hinde] Mallard, and the Angela of Miss 
Susan Hunt were notable amongst the women. 
The most promising of the men seemed to ne 
Mr. Thomas Marshall, whose Don Adolfo 
was very good, and Mr. Edgar F. Keatince.

The School of Acting has had about fifty 
students, and the eight months’ training has 
secured some promising members for the 
theatre.

That Mr. Dolan’s work may be move lasting 
than previous schools is very much to be 
desired.

BRITISH. TRADE IN 
OCTOBER. 


A SHARP RECOVERY. 

The setback which was experienced in our 
overseas trade during September was more 
than recovered during October. The British 
Board of Trade returns for last month issued 
yesterday record the second highest monthly 
totals for the year in both imports and 
exports. 

the details regarding imports were :— 

October, £102,645.301—increase on Septem- 
ber, £14,963.427; decrease on October, 1927, 
£2,324 382. 

The comparative figures for exports were :— 

October, £64,512,656—increase on Septem- 
ber, £7,692,664: increase on October, 1927, 


When comparing these figures it should not 
be overlooked that there were five Saturdays 
and Sundays in September and only four of, 
each in October, and the latter month also 
has an extra day. 

With vegard to imports, ‘comparing Jast 
month with October, 1927, the reduction was 
due to the falling off in raw materials and 
articles mainly unmanufactured. The largest 
losses under this heading were grain and 
flour, wood and timber, wool, raw and waste, 
and woollen rags and rubber, all more than 
a million. down. 


The exports, which show an increase of 
Just over. three millions compared with 
October last vear, include an advance of 


£1,121,221 under the heading of vehicles, in. 
cluding locomotives, ships aud aircraft. 
TEN MONTHS’ TRADE. 

For the first ten months of 1925 imports 
were of the value of £988,688.659. a decrease 
of £18,138,001, as compared with the first ten 
months of 1927. Exports for the first ten 
months of 1928 were of the valine of 
£599,266,624, an increase on the first. ten 
months of .1927 of £50,145, 161. 

For the. first ten .menths of this vear 
Britain exported 41,639,557 tons of coal. of 
the value of £52.546,617. The corresponding

New Fishing Grourds. 

Some new areas, where great harvests 
of hake and halibut may be obtained, have 
been discovered by experimental voyages 
undertaken in the search for new fishing 
grounds around the coast of Britain. The 
researches were assisted by the Develop- 
ment Fund, and the facts have been laid 
before Parliament in a report, which de- 
scribes the encouraging progress made in 
the researches into the migrations of fish. 
On three voyages by Fleétwood vessels to 
the new fishing grounds, which lie to the 
west and north-west of Scotland and 
towards the coast of Norway, catches to the 
value of two thousand pounds have been 
obtained. and halibut and hake were 
secured in paying quantities.

NEW CO. ARMAGH BRANCH. 


On Sunday in Tullysaran, County Armagh,

PLIGHT OF FARMERS. 


LIMERICK WANTS. INCREASED 


AGRICULTURAL GRANT, 


At the meeting of the Limerick County 
Council (Mr. John McCormack,: Chairman, 
presiding), Mr. Madden moved that: “ Owing 
to the general depression among the rate- 
payers, particularly the agricultural com- 
munity, that the Free State Ministry for Local 
Government be asked to increase the present 
agricultural grant by fifty per cent. for a 
period of two years, or until such time as 
there are signs of a return to more normal 
conditions.”’ 
Limerick, he said, was asked to discount a 
bill for £12,000 for pensions; £19,000 for 
faulting’ annuitants, meaning a rate of 9d. in 
the pound. Limerick County would have 
to provide something like £100,000. From 
five to seven millions were provided for the 
Shannon scheme, and he did not see why 
two’ millions could not be provided to tide 
the farmers over the present agricultural 
depression. 

Mr. Scanlon seconded.

FARM NOTES FOR 
NOVEMBER. 


NORTHERN MINISTRY’S 
CIRCULAR. 

The Northern Ministry of Agriculture, in 
“Farm Notes for November,” sta es ‘uat 
with the approach of frosty weather it is 
important that potatoes and mangels should 
be safely stored. Where potatoes are stored 
in houses they should not i“ piled tuo thickly 
owing to the danger of heating and rot. 
Arrangements should be made in good “me 
for storage of seed potatoes for next spring. 
Sprouting boxes in need of repairs should be 
ut in order early, and supplies of new boxes 
aid in where necessary. fhere pure stocks 
of different varieties are stored ‘:ndoors, pre- 
cautions should be taken to prevent mixing 
of the varieties through rats carrying tubers 
from place to place. Attention is directed to 
the advantages of using only certified stocks 


dresses of growers of certified crops is issued 
by the Ministry, and copies will be sent free 
on request. 

With regard to the dangeí of losses through 
attacks of liver fluke in sheep and husk or 
hoose in calves, the warnings given from 
time to time recently in the local Press and 
in farm notes gnay be repeated and em- 
phasised. Prevention is always better than 
cure, even where a cure can he “ected, 


Leaflet No. 24 contains details of the methods 


from liver fluke, and farmers should obtain 
copies for reference. Dosage is unnecessary 
to prevent. calves contracting hoose: if the 
animals are kept in good condition and 
housed, where possible, at night, they are less 
liable to attacks of this disease. 
' CARROTS FOR HORSES. 
At this season,” papecially during broken 
weather, farm horses are liable to become 
upset in health through over-feeding on idle 
day; and at week-ends. Bran n.ccshes and 
other laxative foods should be given from: 
time to time, and the horses should be regu- 
larly exercised. A few carrots daily, or even 
a raw turnip, will be found an excellent 
corrective at all times. 
The value of crushed oats as a feeding 
stuff on the farm may be pointed out, espe- 
cially when purchased foods are so very ex- 
msive. At current prices it is not good 
usiness to sell oats and buy foods, such as 
maize meal, After weaning, calves may be 
successfully reared on buttermilk or sepa- 
rated milk, with a little crushed oats given 
dry in a trough afterwards, and the cost of 
rearing will be found to be very much lower 
than where purchased or special calf meals 
are used. 

FEEDING OF COWS. 
In the feeding of dairy cows, also, the 
cost may be considerably reduced by includ- 
ing crushed oats in the ration—a satisfactory 
balanced ration (3lb. per gallon of milk) may 
consist of one part Spcorticated cotton cake 
and two parts crushed oats, provided that 
the decorticated cotton cake contains 40 per 
cent. of albuminoids. When purchasing 
decorticated cotton cake farmers should insist 
on being supplied with an invoice stating 
the percentages of albuminoids, oil and fibre 
separately. “The amendments recently made 
in the Fertilisers and Feeding Stuffs Act 
make it compulsory on the part of the seller 
to declare these particulars. Fibre in a 
MN cake does not contain any nourish- 
ment for stock; not Mhly is it of no value in 
foodstuff, but when fed to young stock and 
miich cows it is liable to cause indigestion 
and thereby upset the health of the animals 
and, in the ease of--dairy cows, to reduce 
tho milk yield. Decorticated cotton cake of 
poor quality should therefore be avoided for 
stock. 

POULTRY. 

Every attention should be paid to poultry 
now that the winter is approaching and the 
egs yield is becoming one of the very im- 
portant items on the farm. Houses for laying 
flocks must be well ventilated. but free from 
draughts and plenty of suitable food must 
be provided... Even with good quality stock 
and where the conditions stated are carefully 
observed the results in egg. production are 
frequently disappointing. ‘2 such cases if 
the birds are examined it will very probably 
be found that they are infested with lice and 
other forms of vermin. Poultry subject to 
such annoyance will not thrive or lav well. 
Sodium fluoride will destroy vermin on 
poultry, while fresh limewash mixed with 
paratiin will be found very useful in keeping 
the houses free from lice and mites.

TWO GOOD HUNTS. 


Some very good sport was brought off last 
week. Tuesday was a bad dane, tat Thurs- 
day and Saturday both produced good hunts. 
On Tuesday, from Brannoxtown Cross toads, 
foxes were difficult to find, in spite of quite 
a good morning cub-hunting from the same 
fixture quite recently. Moorehill, Gilltown 
and Sallymount all failed, but a fox found at 
Silliot hill gave a sharp scurry over the 
Dublin road, bearing right-handed past Car 
nalway Rectory on the left, and the Hermi- 
tage just on the same hand, over the Kil- 
cullen-Harristown road to the banks of 
the Liffey, where he found an unstopped 
earth. The Hermitage hog and some wild 
gorse near the Dublin road were drawn blank 
before going home, 

On Thursday, Sth inst., we met at Kilkea, 
and started by drawing Mullaghreelan hill 
and Kilkea demesne blank, but, finding a fox 
in Lowden’s gorse, we ran fast back to 
Kilkea, where all trace of him vanished, and 
we went on to Devoy’s, from which, after 
some time, a fox went away, and we raced 
after him towards Moone. Near Belan he 
appeared to have beén headed, and turned 
<a right-handed towards Kilkea, crossing 
the River Greese, which considerably ham- 
peved the striving field, not on g terms 
with them as it was, and the flying pack was 
unattended at it crossed the road at the 
meeting-place out of Kilkea demesne and 
ascended Mullaghreelan hill, where a fortu- 
nate few got to them again. Descending the 
hill, they raced through Bushfield covert, on 
through Castleroe again, on and to ground 
in the boundary fence of Knockroe covert, in 
the Carlow country. The point is between 
five and six statute miles. This was a good 
hunt, though the country was somewhat too 
intricate to make it wholly enjoyable. 

On Saturday, 10th, only a small gathering, 
including Captain Fowler, Master of the 
Meath, met at. Enfield, when we 
began b ne Blackwater, from which, if 
report true, the largest fox “ that ever 
was seen’’ went away. Leaving Rathcore 
just on his left, he ram towards Clifford’s 
gorse, and, leaving Ryndeville on the right, 
almost to Rahinston, just before reaching 
which a longish check took place. Haynes 
hit off the line to the left, and we carried on 
néarly to Kill bog, and thence by Glebe 
House to Rathmolyon village, in the Meath 
country, where scent gave out after one and 
a half hours’ very pretty hunting. We went 
back to draw Ryndeville, after being most 
hospitably entertained by Mrs. Hume, who 
had a fox waiting for us, which gave us a 
sharp scurry to ground in the direction of 
Cloncurry Bridge. We then went on to Cap- 

gh, where that good supporter of hunting, 
Mis Colgan, as usual, had foxes in plenty, 
one of which gave us a quick hunt towards 
Ballycaghan, and then right-handed to 
ground near Newtown village. A second call 
on Cappagh was answered in the affirmative 
then, but it was -too dark, and hounds were 
drawn out of covert after a few rounds of it, 
which ended @ most enjoyable day. 


WARD UNION HOUNDS. 


A fine hunt was brought off from the 
Kilbride fixture on Saturday iast. Unfor- 
tunately, the morning was so wet and un- 
promising that it must have deterre:l 
many, as the field was comparatively smali 
for this meet. 

Bularging in Balfestown, the early stages of 
the hunt were slow and erratic, as scent was 
bad, and the flooded Dardistown River was 
crossed and recrossed before getting clear of 
it by Clashmore Bridge, and passing The 
Wootton for Fleenstown. | 

From this point the hunt developed steadily 
into a real good thing. Hounds ran direct 
through Baltrasna, Kilrue and Peacockstown 
to Loughlinstown, and thence by the Lough of 
Ballyhack to Glascarn, and on over Ballyhac 
Hill direct to Fairyhouse. Passing in front 
of the Standhouse towards Cobbler’s Hill, the 


house, and the chase continued by Porters- 
town and Boylan’s Gorse; across the main 
Navan road into Rathbeggan. 3 

Leaving this they crossed the Meath rail 
way, through Quarryland, and ran on over 
Batterstown into Cookstown, and straight on 
to Vesington. Then turning the right for 
Wearingstown the pack hunted right into the 
fox covert there, and quickly brought their 
stag to bay in the river close by. His safe 
capture was effected by several leading mem- 
bers of the hunt—Messrs. Levins Moore. 
jun., Barrington Jellett, Frank Cannon and 
P. Nugent—plunging in to the assistance of 
the huntsmen wm water. —— 

Although slow at times, this run was 
virtually straight for ten miles through the 
finest. country and lasted for one hour and 
thirty minutes,
